OR.TY-FIVE years ago—to be exact, in April, 1871—Oakland 
women, members of the Ladles' Relief Society, were publish- 
ing "Our Appeal," a regular little evening newspaper. 


That journal contained fgur pages. It was liberally patron- 


ized by the foremost merchants of Oakland, and the city "across 
"the bay" "also yielded divers business notices. The combined 


result Is, indeed, today—1916—an antiquarian curiosity. 


Oakland-then/as a city, was seventeen years old, and four years earlier 


than"that date" .was a tiny hamlet—a few scattering houses gracing the 
ficener-y several miles to the east of'modern Broadway, known locally as San 
Antonio. Below The TRIBUNE building (the epoch was 1S5(T then) was 
the- locality soon 'to be" known as VGohtra- Costa,"- then a part of Contra1 Cost.a 
county, and two years later to be yclept'Oakland! . 


John A. Britton treasures this surviving; dopy of "Our Appeal." This 


particular relic bears the date April *26.'"Below the name Is placed the good' 
old 'Latin proverb: "Bis ."Dat Qui Dat Cito" (Gives twice who gives nufckly).

Boy Invents Stovepipe 


That Can Clean 


Itself 


Muscatlne, Iowa. Is the home of a 


young lad who fflvea promise of be- 
coming an Inventive genius some of 
these days. He Is Harold Robinson, 
a colored boy. A few days aso Har- 
old's mother started to clean out the 
stovepipe at her home. She used, of 
course^ the old-time methods, and In 
tho process waa badly burned. The 
Incident set Harold, who Is 13 years

He got out a pencil and paper and 


went to work to draw up a plan for 
a self-cleaning: stovepipe. lie then 
went down to the City Hall and 
showed tho drawing. 


The lad's device is an attachment 


built into the'stovepipe, with two 
blades which revolve, cutting out the 
soot and dirt.

through.the pipe Is used to revolvo 
tho blades, which cut the soot from 
the Inside of tho pipe, alluu-ing the 
soot to. fall down into tho stove where 
neawpapers may be laid to receive 
It.

A blue book, containing ita diplo- 
matic correspondence for 1914, just 
published by the ministry of foreign 
relations of Nicarasua., discloses the 
details of sonie interesting episodes 
that bear on the obligations and duties 
of the United States under its Monroe 
Doctrine. 
They relate to demands 
made upon Nicaragua by the govern- 
ments of Germany, Great Britain and 
Jtajy for the payment of debts due 
their subjects, resident In Nicaragua, 
and the Inability of this government 
to meet the strenuous requests- The 
concluding episodes have not yet been 
published, relating' to tha interven- 
tion of the United States In the af- 
fair, but are no secret- 
The 
Kovernraent 
of. 
Nicaragua 
owes, and acknowledges, considerable 
amounts to these foreign residents, 
part for money borrowed, part for 
merchandise bought and a large part 
for claims for damages to person or 
property. Two-thirds of the floating 
and Internal debts of and claims 
against Nicaragua go back to the 
regime of the late dictator, Zelaya, 
beside* five-sixths of the bonded debt. 


HELP IS ASKED. 
Upon his downfall in 1910 and the 
assumption of the government by the 
present administration It asked tho 
United States for advice and assist- 
ance, especially in relation to a settle- 
Rient and payment of the floating 
aebtg and claims, amounting on their 
face to over J6,000,000. The Amer- 
ican minister, the late Thomas C, 
Dawpon, sent by the State Depart- 
ment to Nicaragua for the purpose, 
arranged, among other things, that 
the government should appoint a 
Claims Commission, for the adjudica- 
tion and settlement of all tha un- 
bonded, floating and miscellaneous 
debts, foreign an-i Internal. By a con- 
v^ntion the BecreUry of State se- 
lected one member, the president of 
the commission, Hon. Oto Schoenrlch, 
then a judge of first instance In Porto 
Rico, who had previously baen con- 
nected with the commiabien to settle 
the debts of Santo Domingo. Nica- 
ragua, named one' of its leading law- 
yers, Hon. Carlos Cnarda PUBOB, e man 
of judicial and equitable temperament. 
The two governments were to ngree 
on (lie third member, and selected A. 
H. Thompson o( Washington, v.-lm hod 
had experience In the Cuban inter- 
vention.

When Bryan became Secretary of 
State and had Informed himself of 
the situation he backed this mfsed 
Claims Commission as strongly as had 
Secretary Knox. By the end of 1913 
the commission had nearly completed 
Ita work, but the government of Nica- 
ragua, due to (t£ distressing financial 
circumstances, was paying; none of tho 
claims allowed. At the instance of 
Secretary Bryan, in October. 1913, 
Nicaragua, keeping faith with the 
United States, agreed that the Amer- 
ican collector general 
of f customs 
should allocate 20 per cent of net cua- 
toms revenues to the Claims Commis- 
sion for payment of its judgments, 
besides J100.00C harrowed for 'the 
purpose. There wag 558,543 so paid 
out of customs receipts before it was 
stopped In February following. The 
commission paid the small claimants 
first—the poor people whose horses, 
or COWB, or utensils, or huts had been 
requisitioned and seized in the various 
revolutions.' 
Nearly all the claims presented to 
the commlHsion were by Nlcaraguans 
or Americana. The other foreigners 
for the most part refused to recognize 
the commission, and some who filed, 
claims withdrew* them at the Instance 
of their comnils. Only 4 -per cent of 
the claims were by foreigners other 
than Americans. When this Interna- 
tional'Claims Commission began'pay- 
IDK the small claims allowed,' the gov- 
ernments of Germany, Great Britain 
and Italy, In the autumn of 1913, at 
once demanded that the claims of 
their subjects be also paid, and at 100 
cents of their face amounts. Tilca- 
rag^ua was up against It. 


On October 27, 1913, -the British 
minuter to Central America wrote, 
calling attention lo the adjustment of 
ell British claims Into one sum of 
9100/iOQ (to be exact, 19,500 poundn), 
made in .Tnnnnry. 1912, and February, 
IiH3,-th;U tnlH government had been 
pntlf-nt during- Nicaragua's financial1 
distress, bin now, "bavins notice of 
recunt pnynv-m inndf by your pov- 
ernmnnt 'N'iciir.iffu.-i) of certain Qcr- 
man claim?*; which should not bo con- 
sidered us better than the English, it 


Is requested that the amounts prom- 
ised this legation be paid also, with- 
out further delay," 
Nicaragua answered that it had 
paid no -claims of foreigners, that It 
did not «ven have sufficient revenues 
to pay the current salaries of Its em- 
ployes, and plead for further time. 


GER3IAX PROTEST. 


• On February 2, 1914, the charge 


d'affaires of the German legation In 
Central America, Heinrlch von Frant- 
zlus,' wrote to Nicaragua, calling at- 
tention to a claim of $8000 against 
the government by a Swiss under Ger- 
man protection, one Dohenblust, anil 
that because of the failure to be paid 
ho had.had to borrow money whose 
interest was growing, "for which I 
should be very sorry to have to hold 
your government responsible later." 


On Februarly $ Van Frantzlus wrote 
again demanding payment of $30,860 
said to ba owed to a German engi- 
neer, Ernest Mueller, for Rome rail- 
road surveying at Monkey Point, and 
concluding: 'T do not wish to omit 
emphasizing once more that the ques- 
tion of interest on the drafts >men- 
tloned remains pending*, reserving to 
myself the right to treat hereafter re- 
specting the cost of the attorney of 
Mr. .Mueller." In oher words, Nica- 
ragua was to be held not only for the 
face of the claim, and interest, but for 
the claimant's attorney fees. 
Not satisfied with writing notes, 
Charge von FranUius came personally 
from his legation in Guatemala to 
Nicaragua to press the claims of the 
German residents, amounting alto- 
gether to $370.000. 


AV ODI> CASTE. 


One of these claims wag a peculiar 
case. The government of Nicaragua 
owed a considerable amount, over 
$30,000, to Prnncisco Brockmann & 
Co,, German merchants and coffee 
growers of Nicaragua, in October, 
1913, 
that firm refused to pay cus- 


tomn duties owed, repudiating ac- 
cepted 
drafts, alleging that 
they 
should bo offset against tho sum owed 
by the government. The American 
collector general of customs (ap- 
pointed ns a trustee or receiver nnd 
representing the government of Nica- 
ragua, thn American and 
English 
bondholders) 
promptly refused 
to 


recognize such a claim, seized im- 
portations to Hrockrannn & Co., and 
nfter clue UrnQi In January. 191-1, 
grave the firm ten days' notice In 


which to pay. the diUIes! and accrued 
fines, or' the seized goods would bo 
sold at auption, all in accordance .with 
the Nlcaraguan customs laws. Von 
.Frantzlus demanded 
of" the Nica- 


raguan government-that" tho German 
claims be paid, that the,customs fines 
be remitted,.and no customs fines, for 
delayed payments • be thereafter Im- 
posed. The .NIcaraguan government 
refused, sustaining- the collector, gen- 
oral of customs. Brockmann paid, the 
case was then taken up with Secre- 
tary of State Bryan by the German 
ambassador at .Washington, the United 
States being requested "to use Its good 
offices" so that Nicaragua would pay 
the German claims, especially those 
customs fines. Tho matter was re- 
ferred ' through diplomatic channels 
back to Nicaragua, who^answered that 
it could not accede, because If It did 
there would be hundreds of other 
similar claims presented by foreigners 
and natives, and that such left-handed 
attempts to force payment through the 
customs would not only deprive it of 
its living income, but would give pref- 
erence to 
floating debts over Us 


bonded debt, for which the customs 
revenues 
Tyerb 
in 
part 
pledged. 
"Whether it had. any. connection with 
this caso or not Is not known, but it 
was a coincidence that Von Frantzlus 
was,, shortly after recalled home by 
Ills government. 


' REOAl/ij DEMANDED.

SOME OTHUIt TROTTRTjES. 


On top of all these troubles Nica- 


ragua's woes were enhanced by some 
very pointed nnd spirited demands 
made, by .Italy's minister to Central 
America, 31g. Guiseppe . Notarl. On 
December 28, 1913, he wrote, recount- 
ing tho claim, of an Italian resident, 
one Rafael D'Aurla, • In 
Nicaragua, 
whose store at Masaya was looted by 
the government 
troops 
during the 


fierce brittle in the streets of that town 
with \ nu's .revolutionary forcea in 
September, 1912, that Nicaragua had 
assigned out of a million dollars bor- 
rowed In October, 1913, $100,000 for 
the payment of claims allowed by the 
mixed 
claims commission,- that the 
claim of D'Aurla and other Italian 
subjects had not been paid at all, and 
"I must declare,'once more, that the 
government of your republic can -be 
held responsible for the consequences 
which may occur . for 
every delay 


•which impedes compliance with that 
contract (to pay)." 
Nicaragua answered that -H recog- 


nized the claim, but it had no money 
nnd would pay when its financial con- 
dition permitted. 


The Italian minister replied on-April 
25, 3.914, reviewing various 
claims 
owed to Italian' subjects (amounting 
to $700,000), charged that Nicaragua 
had paid claims to Nicarogtmns and 
to German subjects, all of whom he 
mentioned by name, and that during 
the same time tho claims of the Ital- 
ian subjects w.ere ignored, and con- 
cluded:

Has Alameda county's musical con- 


Fcience been awakened with the Rrowlng 
love of the better class~of music through- 
out the country? 
Alexander Stewart, 


president of»'the County Music Teachers' 
Association, declares this to be the case, 
and In this awakening he foresees for 
Oakland a high placo among the coun- 
try's musical centers. The notable work 
of the chorus organizations of Oakland, 
the Hteindorff orchestra... and the public 
schools, he says, is doing much to aid 
this .growing of music conscience. 


There are inany things, .according to 


the. musician, that have contributed to 
tills result The popularity of the phono- 
graph perhaps the most potent influence 
in the world in popularizing the better 
class of music, he says, is one of the 
salient features of this 'trend • toward a 
realization that the better music IB the 
tnore- desirable to the public. 


"Thus." he "said, in addressing: the 


Chamber of Commerce on the topic, "wo 
find many of our American cities enter- 
Ing- the fleJd of providing symphony con- 
certs and other forms of musical enter- 
tainment, and even opera, at a price of 
admission which every one can afford. I 
believe that the time is near at hand, if 
not already here, when Oakland will have 
to face this problem. ..The giving of high- 
class musical performances at very low 
prices of admission involves so much per- 
sonal financial risk that It is not pos- 
sible to expect professional musicians to 
continue 
such 
enterprises 
without 
a 


financial guarantee against loss. I be- 
lieve that it is the duty of our municipal- 
ities to provide such guarantee. 


"In its choral activities, in tho fine 


showing made in the public school music, 
the interest shown in. such concerts as 
the 
Steindorff "pop" concerts at the 


Auditorium not to mention the various 
concerts of our splendid local organiza- 
tions, such as the Orpheus Club sind 
others. I believe there is indication that 
Oakland is on the- eve- of a great musical 


. an aliening. The musical material Is here, 


the public appreciation is here, and It 
needs only .the intelligent conservation 
and stimulus of these tilings to put Oak- 
land equarely on the map as a musical 
center. 


"In'order to do this it Is'needful that 


we'awaken the conscience of'the busi- 
ness men of the community, to the value 
of music'as a. community" asset." In the 
realm of publicity alone there Is no moro 
promising lield of endeavor'than that-af- 
forded in musical activities. Did it not 
Involve .the personal element I should 
mention in .detail here the publicity ob- 
tained all over the country by'the show- 
ing" made "by Oakland's choral organiza- 
tions at the exposition Jant year. In pub- 
lic school music also Oakland is already 
being held up as an example to other 
-ities in America. I was present recently 
at a meeting of the Recreation League 
of San Francisco during which Oakland 
was referred to agraln and again as an 
e.\ ample of what a city may do in public 
school music, and. mind you, this hap- 
pened in San Francisco. 


"Some of us have' had a vision of a

JAPAN REPEALS 
EXPATRIATION 


STATUTE 


In elaboration of the announce- 


ment that the government ot Japan 
has introduced Into the Diet a meas- 
ure designed to solve the troublesome 
matter * of double nationality, as ap- 
plied to the Japanese children born 
in the United States, there are a num- 
ber ot de£ails ot interest to America. 


The government's bill, as has been 
announced, emphasizes the right of 
expatriation of Japanese born in for- 
eign lands and provides that such ex- 
patriation Involves definitely a loss of 
Japanese nationality. 


One of tho contentions of those 
eking- a more satisfactory assimila- 


tion of the Japanese, residents In the 
United States has been that Japan 
hindered that assimilation by main- 
taining Us legal hold on male children 
born 
In 
foreign 
lands. 
Birth of 
Japanese In the United States is tanta- 
mount to the right of American citi- 
zenship, but the Japanese law haa 
never recognized tho right of Japan- 
ese born abroad, to separate them- 
selves entirely from Japanese nation- 
ality. Thus arosa tho question of 
'dual nationality" between the United 
States and Japan just as it has arisen 
between tho United States and Euro- 
pean countries where the old Roman 
law still obtains. The "dual nation- 
ality* was alleged to react against a 
broader adaptation of Japauesa resi- 
dents (n the United States to American 
conditions and American life. 


DIET IS FAVORABLE. 


Representative 
Japanese 
predict 
that the pending- hill will be adopted 
by the Diet, though it may meet with 
opposition in the conservative House 
of Peers. They explain that although 
tne existing Japanese law provides for 
expatriation, one clause of tho law 
renders expatriation practically in- 
operative because it obliges male 
Japanese resident - abroad to serve 
their time In the Japanese army. Thus 
Japan In no way released its legal 
hold on male Japanese, living in for- 
eign lands. This clause especially af- 
fected California and Hawaii on ac- 
count of the large number of Japan- 
ese resident in those places. The 
amendment offered in the Diet la bo- 
Heved to be a way out of the diffi- 
culty and la regarded as a compromise 
measure framed In such a way as not 
to 
excite 
direct 
opposition 
from 
Japanese army circles.. The amend- 
ment gives the parents of Japanese 
children born In the United States the 
right to expatriate their children, and 
If this amendment is accepted It 
means that the clause relating to com- 
pulsory military service will not be 
operative. It indicates that the Japan- 
ese government indorses the right of 
American-born Japanese to become 
citizens of the American republic 
without any legal .'obligations to their 
home land. The step. Is regarded here 
as1 a contribution of Japan to tho set- 
tlement of questions involving citizen- 
ship and race between the two coun- 
tries. 


Tho new measure provides that 
•when a Japanese woman hy becoming 
the wife of 'a foreigner has acquired 
her husband's nationality she loses 
her Japanese nationality.. 


The bill provides that in case n 
Japanese subject, who has acquired 
foreign nationality by reason of birth 
In a foreign .country, has domicile in 
that country, he may expatriate him- 
self with the permission oE the min- 
ister of state for home affairs. The 
application for the permission shall 
be mado by the legal representative In 
case the person 'expatriating- himself 
is younger than 15 years-'of -age. • If 
.the person in quiistiaa.;Js.;^ /minor 
above 15 years of age, adjudged in- 
competent, the application, can only 
be made with the consent of a legal 
representative or guardian. A step- 
father, a step-mother or a legal 
mother or guardian may not make 
tho application, or give consent with- 
out the consent of the family council. 


E3IPEROK TO PROMUJjGATIi, 
A supplementary provision declares 
that the date of the operation of this 
law shall be determined by imperial 
ordinance. 


The fact that a committee of the 
House of Representatives has .ratified 
a bill which is of the same purport as 
that 
offered 
the 
government has 
created the impression that the House 
will adopt the government's bill. 
Tlio Japanese press is pointing out 


the international Importance of the 
measure arid'/expresses the opinion 
that its adoption will have a favorable 
effect 'on the position of Japanese In 
America. ' The. objection raised by 
those Americans exerting themselves 
in the interest of Japanese In tho 
United States that their efforts were 
made difficult because Japan retained 
its nationality over Japanese there is 
held by writers to have been reason- 
able and natural. 


Discussing the bill, the Japan Times 
,id: 
"America is finding to her cost what 
a dangerous thing is double or dual 
nationality, as is seen in the conduct 
of some German-Americans since- the 
outbreak of-the war in Europe. In the 
latter instance.the fault may be said 
to bo partly due to. the* neglect or in- 
difference . with which the 
United 
States has, for . years, allowed the 
agents of "the German government to 
cultivate among tho German-Amer- 
icans their allegiance and devotion'to 
the Fatherland. None the less, the 
United States has seen-enough of the 
evils and dangers of dual nationality. 
America may, therefore, be expected 
to be only the more sensitive and ex- 
acting in the future with regard to 
the question of the nationality-of her 
citizens of foreign origin." 


' NO TTSK OBJECTING. 


The 
newspaper hopes that 
the 


House of Peers will speedily pass the 
bill and send it to the House, where 
It believes thero Is every prospect of 
its being quickly ratified. 


"Certainly," writes the editor, "no 


one desires for the country the loss 
of its people. But it is a. great dis- 
honor to tho empire to be placed in 
a position to force any of. its people 
to act falsely toward a foreign country 
and unfairly to take- advantage of the 
ambiguity of a law. Nor will there 
be much real use In compelling any 
one to retain Japanese nationality 
•when that person sincerely wishes to 
become a citizen of. another country. 
For this reasdn we hope the pending 
measure will be adopted."

Decide to Fight or Run; Carranza 
Allows Transportation of U. S. Arms 


COL DODD LEADS DARING |DASH 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 18.—Pancho Villa in his retreat 


near Colonia Gracias in-the Galeana district,, is tonight mentally 
balancing the problem of fight or run. 


With less than 400 men as an immediate personal bodyguard 


about him, the leader of a hundred desperate, murderous raids, is 
beginning to feel, for the first time since he galloped into the bat- 
tle-torn village of. Columbus, -Ne-\v: Mexico, the tug of the encir- 
cling, net being thrown about him by Uncle Sam's forces, aided by 
"First Chief" Veriustiano Carranza. 


From the American consul at Chihuahua, General Frederick 


Funston late today received his first information of Villa's where- 
abouts from other than Mexican sources. The consul wired that 
Villa was seen Friday at Colonia Gracia, a small Mexican hamlet 
near the village of Galeana. This seems to effectually dispose of 
the report that the bandit.leader had reached Las Graces, more 
than 100 miles south of Casas Grandes. 


With Villa at Colonia Gracia were 400 men.-' These, however; 


are known to be merely a personal bodyguard, -and • officers ait 
Fort Sam Houston do not regard the number as at all indicative 
of Villa's real strength. • 


As the bandit chieftain passed south of the scene of Columbus 


raid, he detached at various points bodies of troops in order to ser 
cure the double advantage of faster time and confusing a punitive 
force sent in pursuit.

If called upon suddenly In tha pres- 
ent Mexican 
emergency, would the 


militia be able to demonstrate a. con- 
dition of preparedness and to respond 
promptly and adequately to the eouii- 
try'a call ? 
These questions were asked officers 


of the National Guard last night, in 
an 
effort to ascertain 
whether the 


commonwealth could marshal speedily 
a sufficient force to protect its own 
border or to aid other states in pro- 
looting: theirs. 


Adjutant General Thomas, nt Sacra- 


mento, declares that forty-eight hours 
after the issuance of a call to arms 
his troops would bo entrained and on 
their way to the front. By some this 
is doubled, these 
officers estimating 


that at least threo or four days would 
bo required. 


They doubt thft accuracy of the 


boast of Governor E. F. Dunne of Illi- 
nois that Ws state could have 12.000 
militiamen 
ready 
for service within 


twenty-four hours after the president 
calls them to the colors. 


In the face of these divergent opin- 


ions of military men. Oakland's artil- 
lery. Battery B, has already completed 
Its preparations and stands ready to 
leave 
for 
Mexico 
on twenty-four 


hours' notice. 
Its wagons 
already 
packed, its 


horses available at a moment's notice, 
nil nuppHes In hand, and Its men ready 
to start, the artillery organization is 
ono of tho most striking1 examples of 
preparedness In the state. Oakland's 
infantry militiamen J*ra no whit be- 
hind—for they have only to get their 
guns and supplies and start.

FACTIONAL POLITICAL FIGHT

SOCIETY CAVALRY, DEPRIVED 


OF MOUNTS, IS MOBILIZING 


AN FRANCISCO, March 18.— 
Some friends of 
Presiding 


Justice Lennon of the Appel- 
late Court are realizing the 
rather unpleasant position hf' 
is in on account of being a 
candidate for delegate to the 
National Republican Conven- 
tion on a factional 
ticket. 


From the first there has been 
much speculation as to how 
he comes to be a candidate at 


all. In trying to explain it one who has an insight 
of what is doing recalls that when Lennon was 
elected to the appellate bench he received nomina- 
tions from both the Republican and Progressive 
parties, and that Earl was active in the matter, on 
which side the informing gentleman left his audi- 
tors to guess. There is no Progressive party now, 
at least not much of one; but those who created that 
party are partly marshaled by Earl. It is not a vio- 
lent conclusion, though of course one that is not to 
be taken absolutely, that the justice's presence on 
Earl's ticket is due to urgings based upon past 
favors. But the spectacle of an Appellate Court Jus- 
tice running for a delegateship to a convention would 
not be inspiring even if everything was unanimous 
and harmonious within his party. When there are 
factions, as is now the case, it is very much less so. 
An Appellate Court Justice, or any judge, is not sup- 
posed to be partisan to the extent of participating 
in political action such as conventions. And he sure- 
ly sin-prises when he is not only partisan, but fac- 
tional. A parallel situation would be the appearance 
of Justice Henshaw, or Melvin, on the regular Re- 
publican ticket. In fact, they would be in a less 
strained position, as standing for a regular organ- 
ization which they had never departed from: and 
which had never pretended to be anything..else. 
What an outcry would be raised if either of these' 
magistrates had descended into the political arena' 
as candidates for the Republican National Conven- 
tion? Or Chief Justice Angelotti, who hails from' 
the same bailiwick as Justice Lennon, and who, 
there is a sort of suspicion, was sounded on the sub- 
ject before Justice Lennon was decided on. 
The Progressive Del'eg'ates , 


There was no controversy over the selection of 


delegates to the Progressive-convention; The list 
was promulgated like unto a fog that steals over the 
marsh—the. first thing anybody knew it was here. 
It stole down the river from:Sacramento apparently 
in the night, without explanation, identification, 
justification, qualification or any of those features" 
that generally characterize political action. Delegates 
are to go to Chicago unpledged. 
Some people 


^ not given to thinking on all sides of politics 
r may wonder why it should be deemed necessary to 
' have a Progressive delegation, as the Progressives 


here are mostly engaged in climbing the porch of 
the Republican party, and as the national Progres- 
sive party is frankly in the discard. But the Pro- 
gressive party of California is the personal property 
of the Governor, and' the Progressive convention 
meets at Chicago coincidentally with the Republican 
convention; and it is figured it "will be something to. 
at least attract attention with—same as a calliope— 
. in the event that the Governor's name gets a men- 
tion in the larger body. Putting this ticket in the 
field suggests that the Progressive forces are de- 
ployed in two formations. 
One is being led in a 


.smash against the Republican trenches, and the 
other remains as a reserve. The personnel of the 
reserve, as disclosed in the list that .was so mysteri- 
ously heralded, is scanned with interest. Some of 
those who have been drafted to stay in camp have 
yet to get their names prominently on the roll of 
fame. But Ralph Bull of Eureka is such a fierce re- 
former that he can hardly stand it; Editor Hocking 
of Modesto, Percy Long and Eustace Cullinan of 
this city, Ex-Mayor Stone of Santa Cruz, Dell A. 
Schweitzer of Los Angeles and. some others are rep- 
resentative of whatever it is they are expected to 
represent. 
Some Who Got the OverlooK 


But more important than the names that grace 


the list of delegates to the Progressive convention 
are those that are omitted. We fail to find many of 
those who but yesteryear were furiously saving the 
country under the Progressive banner. We fail to 
see the roster of some who so frankly acknowledged 
that they were "making history" when they fore- 
gathered and resolved that the Republican party 
was dead; that all who thought otherwise were reac- 
tionaries and must be undone; that political purity 
and reform resided with them alone, and that others 
were of monumental unworth: The name of Heney, 
that doughty knight, was looked for in vain. That 
of Rowell, the sage of the Raisin Belt, was not there. 
Former Lieutenant - Governor Wallace was never 
mentioned. The list was entirely innocent of any 
suggestions as to Charles S. Wheeler. Meyer Liss- 
ner, who, together with Chester Rowell, was singled 
out by Theodore Roosevelt as one whose political 
sponsorship was of high value, never got a look-in. 
Dan Ryan, who performed prodigiously for the 
cause; Fremont Older, whose pen dripped telling ink 
for political righteousness; Lee Gates, who was so 
single of purpose that he put the crown away that 
time that Works picked it up—why were all these 
and others that might be mentioned' not on the list? 
And Dr. Pardee, who may be said to have put the 
"sive" in Progressive, .the suggestion that the Gov- 
ernor drew a pen through his name is disquieting in 
the extreme. Altogether, there is much here to per- 
plex. 
The Humor of Kent 


Congressman Kent's humorous bill, poking fun at 


old soldiers through a take-off on the pension busi- 
ness, has provoked a wider indignation than he evi- 


dently looked for. Grand Army posts all over the1 
State have resolved in indignation against him. It 
is a curious thing that Kent's defenders are all Dem- 
ocrats, though he continually runs amuck, slashing 
Democratic and Republican policies alike; hence it 
is no surprise to find the Democratic press trying to 
smooth over the trouble. The Santa Rosa Democrat 
is a fair sample of papers who are interesting them- 
selves to square it for Kent. It says that a careful 
reading of the funny bill fails to show anything that 
particularly reflects upon the Grand Army; that 
what Kent "seems to"have been hitting" was the 
jingoes. Upon reading the bill the person to whom 
it seems that Kent isn't' aiming at just the parties 
that-he hit has a perverse understanding. The 
prompt and universal understanding that he was 
hitting at pensioned soldiers shows where the blow 
landed, at any rate. 
The Western Pacific Litigation 


The litigation over the reorganization of the West- 


ern Pacific is a gigantic battle between financial 
forces of Wall street. The whole Western Pacific 
transaction is a characteristic Gould piece of busi- 
ness. 
The Western Pacific is an extension of the 


Denver & Rio Grande, both financially and geo- 
graphically. That .is why its obligations and main- 
tenance were guaranteed by the D. & R. G. By that 
guarantee the bonds sold at near par, when other- 
wise they might not have sold at all. But when pro- 
ceedings were begun to-foreclose the mortgage, the 
guaranteeing company was not made a party. Its 
obligation was left to be enforced by a separate ac- 
tion, if at all. If the D. & R. G. were a party de- 
fendant in the forecloseure suit and held responsi- 
ble in the proceedings the full amount of the obliga- 
tion so far as the first mortgage is concerned might 
be collected forthwith. 
Otherwise the property 


would be sold and bring what it would fetch. The 
upset: price had been fixed at 
• $30,000,000, which 


would-scale down the par value $20,000,000, besides 
accrued interest and costs.- This litigation is over 
the action of Judge Van Fleet in allowing an inter- 
yenor's petition that the D. & R. G. be made a party. 
The action is resisted by those who are reorganizing 
the property. 
One other reason why the order is 


resisted is that since the D. & R. G. guaranteed the . 
interest and expense of the Western Pacific it has 
issued some $43,000,000 in obligations of its own. 
These bonds will materially depreciate if the com- 
pany is held strictly to its contract with the Western 
Pacific, which will absorb its income. They are held 
or represented .by the group of financiers that are 
fighting. Judge Van Fleet's decision. The Western 
Pacific is adjudged by competent railroad men to be 
worth $50,000,000. But its paper value figures up 
more than three times that. It has fifty millions 
first mortgage bonds, an equal amount of second 
mortgage, and another equal amount of stock, to- 
gether with fifteen millions of floating debt. This 
would be wiped out by the proposed reorganization 
except the first mortgage bonds, and twenty mil- 
lions of these would be scaled. Not all the $150,000,- 
000 were paid in, it may be, but it was calculated 
they would be paid out. The earthquake, panic and 
war wrecked calculations, and the big interests that 
expected to profit through the transaction are now 
fighting over .the wreck.

GreeK Consul's Troubles 


Cleanthis Vassardakis, the Greek Consul, would 


seem to be in a peck of trouble. He doesn't appear 
to think so himself, but that is because he doesn't 
understand what a labyrinth American legal pro- 
cedure so often turns out to be. And Vassardakis is 
rather reckless in his talk. When Judge Deasy ren- 
dered judgment against him in a case that is much 
discussed, he was moved to observe that the consul 
was the "most cheerful liar" that ever appeared' 
before him. The judgment was for some $825 for 
attorneys' fees rendered by Lovey & Dorn. -They 
had caused attachments to issue against possible 
funds in the Crocker .batik and the Palace Hotel 
office, and three boxes with unknown contents that 
had been sent from the exposition grounds to the 
consulate in the Phelan building. An order for ex- 
amination of the consul was met with an injunction 
issued by the Court of Appeals. Judge Deasy was 
restrained from proceeding by an order to show 
cause why he assumed jurisdiction. Now the matter 
will be threshed out on the contention that a Consul 
is beyond the jurisdiction of a State court. 
There 


appear to be precedents where Consuls have been' 
sued and even arrested through proceedings in State 
courts. The Consul for Chile was sued in San Fran- 
cisco on a promissory note. The Consul for Norway 
and Sweden, was sued in New York, the Consul for 
Italy in Georgia. The California case is entitled 
"Wilcox vs. Luco." It was tried in 1897. In this 
decision the fact that formerly State courts did not 
have jurisdiction is noted; but attention is called to 
an amendment to Section 711 of the Federal Stat- 
utes, that it is claimed fetches consuls within the 
purview of State courts. But this does not apply to 
ambassadors or ministers, or their families or house- 
hold followers. Anyhow, this is an interesting 
case. The Consul has for the most part been in a 
state of defiance, apparently believing that he was 
entirely immune and expressing volubly and grand- 
iloquently and somewhat annoyingly his opinion to 
that effect. 
A Public Guardian 


How it is sometimes worked is illustrated in the 


case of James Bruce. He is a policeman, and is 
charged with being drunk while riding on a Califor- 
nia-street car and shooting it up. One of the bullets 
from his revolver narrowly missed the conductor, 
who thereupon became an important witness. It is 
a discouraging surprise that there should have to be 
ft trial of such a personage as to the propriety o£ 
keeping him on the police force; but it is so. It 
seems there is no power anywhere in the municipal 
government to summarily dismiss a policeman pal- 
pably guilty of the grossest conduct. He has to have 


a serious trial. The hearing came on before the Po- 
lice Commission. But Dukes, the conductor, being 
absent, it had to be postponed. It transpired that 
Dukes was out of the city; that he had "been called 
away to Milwaukee on account of a relative's ill- 
ness." It is palpable where the call came from. 
The McNabs 


The passing of James McNab has focused atten- 


tion upon a noted family, members of which have 
played and are playing considerable parts in the 
commercial and political life of San Francisco. James 
McNab was the eldest of five brothers, of robust 
character as well as physique. He came to San 
Francisco from his father's Mendocino ranch with a 
pair of horses as the sum total of his possessions. 
He engaged in the draying business^ and died sev- 
eral times a millionaire. He was much more to the- 
community than might be inferred from the nature 
of his business. He was a sterling citizen and was 
called to positions of trust and honor. He was one of 
the most, influential and effective of the exposition 
directors, his great good sense and considerate ways 
smoothing over and straightening many situations 
that threatened trouble. Two other of the brothers 
have gained eminence in the law and in politics. 
Gavin enjoys fame as a wit, politician and lawyer. 
He has a large practice at the bar, and has acquired 
a fame for his acute Scotch thrift as well as his 
shrewd Scotch sayings. Somebody has said .that in 
the former trait he would be a good running mata 
for Harry Lander, but that has not been .verified. 
He has been the legal representative of the Conti- 
nental Building and Loan Society, an institution 
that for years has been in' trouble, requiring much 
legal effort to get it out, and even that has at last 
failed, and it is now in process of liquidation. John 
McNab, another brother, came down from Ukiah 
when appointed United States District Attorney, 
•from whiclj position he spectacularly resigned when 
the Democratic- administration, as..he put it, tried 
to make him the "goat." After resigning he set up 
in the practice of the law here, and so brilliantly had 
he carried.on his controversy with the President ana 
Attorney-General, and such was his undoubted abil- 
ity in the law, that he.at once fell into a lucrative 


• practice. Not a small rimoynt of this success is said 
to be due to the adroit efforts of an associate in the 
person of "Tim" Healey, a one-time newspaper man 
turned lawyer, who sees that the affairs of the firm 
are not hidden under a bushel when there is a case 
that may profitably and properly be brought to the 
attention of the public. ' • 
. 


A Chiel Has Been TaHin' Notes 


Theodore Bell.has got back. He has been in the 


east ,on legal business connected with the wine in- 
terests. Though not qualified to sit in the political 
sanctuary he was up under the eaves and caught 
some of-the drippings. His report to those of the 
faithful who went with- him down into the valley of 
the shadow of political confusion that time at Balti- 
more is interesting. He found the general sentiment 
among leading men of the party to be that Wilson 
has the inside track for the nomination, but that no 
Democrat can be elected. There is a sentiment, if 
no.t an effort, in favor of taking up Champ Clark 
again—inducing him to become a vicarious sacrifice. 
If.he could be nominated it is thought his candidacy 
through the .campaign would result in saving some 
of the Senators to be elected this fall. On the Re- 
publican end Bell says that Elihu Root is getting 
ready to come out for Roosevelt. Mr. Bell is not a 
disinterested witness, perhaps, but he has in times 
past enjoyed the reputation of being able to size up 
a situation. 
No Recent Boost in Gasoline 


When the last boost was made in the price of gas- 


oline it was intimated that other boosts and many 
•more might be expected. It was explained that gas- 
oline is scarce, the demand great, and sources 
whence it had been obtained in times past were closed 
on account of the war. But that was a month ago. 
The last boost succeeded the one before the last 
within a week, and further advances were.looked for 
in another week. In the meantime a congressional 
commission got busy investigating the cause of the 
rise; auto manufacturers and dealers started some- 
thing, and individual consumers raised an. uproar. 
Are we to conclude that the reason gasoline did not 
continue its aerial flight was due to the agencies 
mentioned? Is it possible that a realization was had 
by somebody or some interest that it was not good 
for the gasoline business, or any of those allied, to 
fly too recklessly against the public sentiment in 
this matter, and that a halt had best be called? Ap- 
pearances point that way. 
The Gallaghers 


A good many people get confused as to the Gal- 


laghers. They'read about a Gallagher on the Board 
of Education, then see one named in the doings of 
the Board of Supervisors, and think it is a mistake; 
that names or boards have been switched. But there 
are two official Gallaghers. 
George figures in the 


Board of Education, and Andy makes himself ap- 
parent in the Board of Supervisors. Both used to be 
in the last-named board. It may have been that the 
mayor thought there was too much Gallagher. Any- 
how, he induced George to resign by a promise to ap- 
point him to the Board of Education. That made 
room for his friend Kortick, besides reducing the 
Gallagher census near the throne. George has been 
in print considerably of late, through his contro- 
versy with Superintendent Roncovieri. He appears 
to keep some such situation in the Board of Educa- 
tion that Andy does in the Board of Supervisors. 
Everybody has to watch out or there will be a scrap 
while they wait. Both the Gallaghers are on the 
labor end of the political game. George was former- 
ly a salesman for Liebes, and was the president of 
the salesmen's union, or something. His political 
progression was onward and upward, and he landed 
in the rather important billet of supervisor. 
But 


there was another Gallagher there first, and the 
juxtaposition didn't seem to jibe very well. And 
when there was a chance to switch to the Board of 
Education, where there appeared to be less competi- 
tion, so to put it, the opportunity was readily ac- 
cepted. Before getting on a board George was not 
in business. After getting settled in public office 
he opened a hat store on Kearny, near Sutler. He 
doesn't attend much to business personally; but it 
is astonishing how many people desiring headgear 
and incidentally, as it would appear, official favor of 
of one kind or another, find their way to his place. 
His hats are all right, probably; but it is quite likely 
that they would be popular, anyhow. At least, there 
is nothing in the ordinances against a public official 
having a store carrying apparel that every male 
citizen has to wear. 
Mullally Troopers 


The drafting of men, horses and equipment to 


Mexico has had one unforeseen effect. It has put 
hors de combat the local cavalry company of "citi- 
zen-soldiery." That is to say, it has put it out ex- 
cept as to certain valiant mobilizations around cir- 
cular fields whereon are deployed from time to time 
certain ammunition calculated to fire the valor and 
stimulate the patriotism. 
The "citizen-soldiery" 


phalanx was organized some five or six months ago, 
in accordance with an idea of preparedness that 
then prevailed. Thornwell Mullally formed one com- 
pany of which he was chosen the commander. The 
cavalry form was adopted by the Mullally company. 
The reason for this choice is given by unmilitary 
persons to ba that the European war was demon- 
strating that cavalry was becoming obsolete and 
would not much longer participate in battle; but the 
same unmilitary persons are now shamelessly point- 
ing out that the Mexican mix-up is showing right 
the reverse, and that if the cavalry hankers for ac- 
tion, here it is. The way the requisitioning of equip- 
ment is confusing " the situation for the "citizen- 
soldiers" is in taking all the horses. They obtained 
their mounts from the Presidio at the hands of a 
generous government. At first they were exceeding- 
ly enthusiastic at drill. Latterly, however, they had 
not been very eager. The novelty had worn off; 
and besides, the colored regiment came, and were 
such lusty soldiers and horsemen, and 'so apparent 
everywhere, that 'a good deal of the starch was 
taken out of those who were just playing at it. How- 
ever, the voluminous news from Mexico and the bor- 
der furnish much food for discussion and military 
criticism at the Bohemian Club and other mobiliza- 
tions. General Mullally, who emulated King George 
by falling off his horse, hasn't recovered yet; but is 
always prompt to arrive, standing his crutches in a. 
corner, and joining in the exciting discussions of the 
military questions of'the hour. Among the military 
experts who join issues with him are Stanley Morse- 
head, Roy Ryone, J. Cheever Cowdin, Will and Lans- 
ing Tevis, Harry Hunt, Felton Elkins and others who 
have studiously gone through all the dispatches and 
are qualified to show exactly how the campaign 
should be earned on. 
The Strang'er in Our Gates 


A correspondent of the local papers who is so- 


journing here, uses one sentence that ought to stir •'. 
San Francisco to the thorough eradication of a 
grievous evil. "Your city," he says, in relating his 
own experience, "has a world reputation for graft- 
ing hotel runners and hackmen." He pointed to a 
very sore spot in a very few words. Recently a 
trifling improvement has been made in restraining 
the runners at our front gate from pouncing upon 
tourists and others and mobbing them; but the ex- 
perience of this particular tourist shows that they 
are still able to practice their impositions. The 
writer of the letter was charged $1.50. for being 
driven to a hotel. A city that has a reputation for 
such things all over, the world is under a grievous 
handicap. And one such example, so simply and re- 
liably told, might very well serve to start a compre- 
hensive movement among hotel proprietors, respons- 
ible citizens and the police that would make the re- 
ception of strangers a genuine welcome instead of a 
species of manhandling, allied with robbery. 
Notable Yachting Party Sails 


Colonel Jackling and party have left on their 


yachting trip to Central and South America. A 
feature of the Colonel's' yachting trips is that his 
party travels as far as possible and whenever possi- 
ble, by rail. When he goes to Alaska the distance to 
Seattle at least is made in a Pullman. The Colonel 
had a party at San Diego when the dam went out; 
and though rail communication was considerably in- 
terrupted by the floods, the party came home in the. 
cars, leaving the Cyprus to return without guests. 
In this trip the party is to make the southernmost 
port of the United States by rail, there to embark 
and cruise south, disembarking at' Valparaiso, 
whence it will cross the Andes to Buenos Aires, 
where its members will again take ship and proceed 
up the east coa,st, going ashore and taking- a train, 
however, as soon as the coast of Florida is reached.

1 Dr. Kuno Francke, professor of the history of 


: 'German culture at Harvard University, in a let- 


ter to the New York Times, urges America to 
enforce peace between the European belligerents 
and offers a suggestion as to how this may be 
done. Dr. Francke would have this nation take 
sides against the nations refusing American 
mediation.

"We cannot and must not forget that Europe 


- is our common mother. We cannot and must not 


sit by indifferent to her nameless distress. 


- Least of all should we go on profiting ourselves 
ingloriously from her death agony. True Amer- 


. icanism demands that we make an end of this 


frightful war, even if we are forced thereby to go 
beyond the limits of formal neutrality." 


Professor Erancke gives an energetic inter- 


•pretation to "True Americanism." His idea is 
quite simple. Tf Germany should decline to accept 


" our proffer of mediation or to abide by the terms 
,. of peace we might approve, we should take up 
-arms against the German people; if'England, 


'- •' Russia, France, Turkey and the blacks 'of South 


Africa should disdain America's, efforts .toward 


•~-- peace, we ought to take up amis against'all these 
' .ipeople... We should declare to all the warring 
."' 'nations: "If you decline tKis offer we shall assist 


,•,'.- your enemies in every possible >way~ even at 'the 
;,.". risk of war, to force you to such conditions of 


peace."

1 This is a; proposal, quite typical of Professor 


:- Francke, which overlooks the true American con- 
'."• science and individual ideals. These are* as usual, 


submerged in the idea of the "overindividual 
soul," ingeniously explained to -us by Professor 
Hugo Munsterberg, a compatriot of Dr. Francke. 


America has never gone, and is not yet ready 


to go, to war for the sole purpose of forcing her 
ideas on other peoples, however righteous those 
ideas may seem to us. We have not yet taken 
upon ourselves the burden of outlining a course 
of conduct for any nation, great or small, unless 
we are directly concerned with specific phases 
of that conduct. But there is still a 'stronger 
reason for positive and academic neutrality in 
the European struggle. 


If we went to war with one of the belligerents 


we would have to line up with the enemies of 
that belligerent. Judged by the standards of 


• • America's national morals and ideals, the mo- 


tives of all the belligerents are inaeceptable in 


• 
their entirety. The real goals and the methods 
of all the warring nations are unenviable. We

Made First Time This 


Year 


(Some of the recent performances 


•of gasoline propelled vehicles would 
tenrt 10 prove that there was no such 
thing: as an impassable road. All the 
San Francisco block hooks show the 
IIOAV famous Duniuui-sireet hill to uo 
impassable to teab. yol after onouKh 
•nraeiico and experimenting almost all

breaking trip of th« llulck one-ton 
truck last week which succeeded In

winter which we have just experl 
•enced. the Bulck tmok made the trip

been made.

i sable reQuires the utmost confident 
;"ln a machine's ability to pull out o:

[Bulck orew possessed this confidence 
, !4a proven by tha fact that they agreed 
unconditionally to deliver the truck 
jin good condition In Eureka, and they 
tfiad only five days in whloh to make 


. 'the delivery. At that there waa ono 
!day to spare. 


One day was consumed. In prepar- 


•-3n£r for the mud plug1 and three daya 
irere required for the 300-mile trip 
and according to the oreWs report, the 
car showed no bafl effects from Its 
unusual experience upon its arrival In 
Eureka last Monday morning1 at 11 
"o'clock. 


The truck was In charge of Perry 


Graves and C. A. McGee, both of tha 
Howard Automobile Company, Pacific 
Coast distributors of Bulck core. This 
Js not Graves' first record-breaking 
trip between San Francisco and. Eu- 
reka, Last spring he had the honor 
of taking the first automobile — a 
Buick one-ton truck — into Eureka 
from Son Francisco; but that trip 
was almost a month, later and only 
makes the- trip this year seem the 
more remarkable. 


In discussing road conditions and the 


trip In general, McGee has the following 
to say: 
"TVhon we left Ban Francisco 


wo knew there were many difficulties 
ahead of us. 
Kvery one familiar with 


road conditions assured us that the trip 
was absolutely Impossible at this time, 
and If it had not been for our absolute 
faith In the Bulck I am sure we would 
have- hacked out. 
The last bit of news 


we had before leaving San Francisco was 
to the effect that the Van Duaen river 
had washed the road out for about ono- 
half a mUft and that it was Impossible to 
get around thlB obstruction with a ma- 
chine, although wagons avoided the wash- 
out'by going up over a mountain. 
"We 


decided that we could drive the Bulck 
any place a wagon could go, DO tho start 
was made Friday at II o'clock. 
From, 


Sausalito tho roads were fine to four 
miles north of San Rafael; here there Is 
a rough stretch of road, caused by high- 
•way work, and In the next eleven miles 
there were occasional rough stretches due 
to the cams caus& Five miles from Pet- 
aluma the completed highway was en- 
countered. 
This lasted to three miles 


north of Petaluma. 
The main road to 


Eanta Rosa was In fair shape and the en- 
tire sixteen miles between Santa Rosa 
and HealtlBburg Is paved, and Healdsburg 
to Cloverdale is in fine shape. 


The first night's stop was at Clover- 


dalo anfl at 7:30 Saturday morning we 
were on our way to TTilHts over the new 
State highway, which Is certainly a great 
improvement over the old "Blue Slide" 
road. Several miles of rough road were 
found near Hopland and then highway 
the reet of the way to TVfllits. This was 
tha end of good roads for many miles, 
and according to the natives our journey 
was soon to coma to an end on account 
of impassable roads. We decided to go to 
LaTtonviTle via Sherwood instead of tak- 
ing the new road via Ixragvale. There 
had been no travel over this road for 
several month*, and It was certainly in 
bad shape. 
The BuicJt never faltered, 


however, and it took the grades and. mud
